The President has already commenced work upon 
hto messaarc, and therefore will receive but few vls- 
Itors before the meeting of Congress. 
Tfcc Work of tko Coming Session of Con­ 
gress-Probable Re-enactment ot the 
I.aw of 1807, and a Short Session of the 
New House in December. 
There is every probability that the law of 1867, 
rcquirlDg each new Congress to meet for organiza­ 
tion on the 4th day ol March Instead of the first 
Honday in December, will have to be re-enacted. 
It was repealed last session by a majority of three 
votes In the House, through the persistency of Mr, 
Dawes and the aid of the democratic members. 
The coming session contains but llfty-flve working 
days, of which the first half would be fully re­ 
quired by the Appropriations Committee if the es­ 
timates were now ready so tha t (he bills could be 
fhlly prepared in advance of the meeting. But 
there will be unavoidable delay in this particular, 
and the days of the session before the holiday ad­ 
journment will be wasted as before. There are 
•Ighty-tliree bills on the House docket alone, which 
arc special orders and most come up, and all the 
Important legislation arising from the Treaty of 
Washington has to be considered in committee and 
passed through each House. Nearly all the old re­ 
publican members who are re-elected to the new 
Congress aro writing to tbe committee men who 
are already hero urging the necessity of a session 
of the new Congress Immediately upon the expira­ 
tion of the old, and those here concur in the views 
of their correspondents.

After the 
adjournment It was found that the plan, If carried 
Into execution, would not be satisfactory. On the 
assembling of congress a rcsolntion will be offered 
deferring the execution of the act until the pro­ 
posed bill can be acted upon. It will provide for 
the reduction of the expenses and simplifying the 
mode of collecting the revenue by the abolition of 
asi-essors and assistant assessors, and the transfer 
of such of their present duties as are not abolished 
by the bin to the oollcctors and assistants.

though slowly, and reference Is made to a previous 
recommendation in relation to the establishment 
of a postal savings bank system. The English sta­ 
tistics given show, It Is claimed, tb$t no decrease 
in the deposits of ordinary savings banks has fol­ 
lowed Irom the organization of tbe postal bank 
system, but that, on the contrary, both Increase.

The Chief Signal Offlcer reporta that InstrncUon 
in miliury signalling anu telegraphing Is still kent 
np as indispensable to a proper state of constant 
preparation tor war. The telegrams and reports 
for the benefit of commerce and agi'icnlture have 
bscn continued upon the plan elaborately de­ 
scribed in last year’s report, the school of Instrnc- 
tion near Washington being maintained in a state 
of rigid efficiency as the only means of sccnring 
from the stations to which Its graduates arc as­ 
signed the aocnrocy absolutely essential to useful 
and reliable weather reports. 
The posting and 
publication of dally bulletin?, of reports of the rise 
and fall of rivers at river stations, the publica­

and

that 
out of 
six signals displayed at certain ports la anticipa­ 
tion 3f the same number of storms, five were fol­ 
lowed by destructive storms and one by a storm of 
little destructive force. As the result of the storm 
signalUDg the Signal Oificer claims that no great 
and continuous storm has traversed the country or 
raged along the lakes without fair notioe given a t 
the endangered points to all who chose to heed. 
There is a complete exchange with the Canadian 
signal service, each service collecting and tabulat­ 
ing simultaneously, and both sharing the beneat or 
the enlarged area of observation. The great storm 
of the last three days of September was an- 
nouDced to Canada from Washington with great 
advantage to tbe people 
of

Dominion. 
The bureau Is la correspondence with the Governor 
of Barbados, and is making other arrangements to 
esUbltsb telegrspbic exchanges with the West In­ 
dies.

It contains four 
shades of dark color, and Ulostrates in a strikingly 
objective fashion the condition of the several sec* 
tlons in this regard. Two other maps show the 
density of tbe total colored and foreign popula­ 
tions, eacb of whicb are colored in four or five 
abados. It Is noUble that they are almost the 
antithesis of each other, the colored predominating 
There the foretgn born are fewest. In the colored 
population map the entire New England eoaat, a 
short dlsUnoe above Boston, le uncolored. being 
below the average on which the shadings are indi­ 
cated, while in the Northwest there are little dark 
places indicated which show coaslderable settle- 
m enu of this class. Four small maps in this di­ 
vision Indicate the locaUty and density of tbe Ger­ 
mán, 
Irish, 
Brltlsh-Amerlcan, 
EngUsh 
and 
Welsh, Scandinavian and Chinese popuUtious. 
These are instructive charts. Two other maps in 
this volume are of special value, especially that oa 
illiteracy, which Is delineated m five dark shades. 
The other, that of wealth, Illustrated by four shades 
ofyellow or orange. Is the antithesis of Illiteracy, 
for the richest regions and localities are exactly 
those which dovetail with tbe highest in the Ulite- 
racy map. One of the most valuable maps is that 
termed the "Hlstorloal,” aocompanlod, as It will be, 
with twenty-five pages of accurate autem ent re­ 
lating to that to which It refers. This map, to the 
general reader and student, will be of great 
interest. A complete ontline map of the United 
States is presented, defining State and Territorial 
lines, that of Alaska being on 
a 
small and 
separate diagram. 
By shading and figures the 
eye sees at a glance the original thirteen States 
and their whole boundaries; then the Northwest­ 
ern Territory, marked as the cession of 1783. This 
again shows the territorial divisions made by Oon­ 
gress and their designations. 
The next division 
Indicated salicnlly by a distinctive color shows the 
Louisiana cession, made In 
1803-twenty years 
later. Then comes the Spanish cession, consumated 
in 1819. Nearly thirty years elapse and we leap to 
the Pacific and the lines of the Mexican cessions of 
1848 are given. The Gadsden cession of 1853 Is also 
defined, and the Russian of 1868 shows where wo 
have temporarily stayed our flight among the ice­ 
bergs. The second volume—that of vital statis­ 
tics—will

The third volnm e-that of 
agrlenltnro-wUl contain six maps, lllnstratlng the 
growth and locale of the chief products, as corn, 
cotton, wheat, tobacco and dairy or the grass re­ 
gion.

FUHERAL OF A. P. Ó Ü Í lL. 


The funeral of Mr. Anthony F. O’Neill, who was, 
It is alleged, murdered on Monday last at 42 Pine 
street, by the lawyer, James C. King, took place 
yesterday morning from St. Stephen’s Roman 
Catholic church, Twenty-eighth street, near Third 
avenue. 
At ten o’clock A. M., the hour at which it was 
announced the obsequies would take place, the 
church was filled with a large congregation, drawu 
thither, doubtless, by the deep Interest attached to 
all that related to the murdered man on account of 
tbe tragic and untimely manner of his "taking 
off.” Through some unexplained misunderstand­ 
ing or other, however, the srrvlces did not take 
place at that hour: but iho large concourse of peo­ 
ple continued to wait very patiently nevertheless. 
Eleven o’clock came, but still no sign of any ser­ 
vices, and quite a number of spectators, grown 
tired of waiting, took their departure. 
Precisely at twelve o’clock the coffin bearing 
tbe mortal remains of Mr. O’Neill was brought Into 
th9 church. It was an elegant rosewood casket, 
mounted with silver elaborately chased. On the 
Ud was an extremely handsome plate, with the

He was remarked by the peo­ 
ple of the hotel to be a quiet, easy-going gentle­ 
man, with simple tastes and very refined, culti­ 
vated manners. He was well known by many 
of the most prominent merchants In the city, 
and some of them called upon him during his stay 
at the S t Nicholas. On Wednesday evening, tho 
13th Inst. Mr. Peoy left ilie S t Nicholas to go 
down to the Brandreth House, as usual. He got to 
the latter hotel somewhere about ten o’clock, an<I 
remained there until about half-past two o’clock on 
Thursday morning.

This was no un- 
comniou occurrence, however, for Mr. Peoy has 
Ircquently carried as much as twenty and thirty 
thousand dollars on him. Ills not returning to the 
hotel on Wednesday night, or even Thursdav, 
caused no alarm In the minds of tho people or the 
house. Thev took it for uranted he had gone to the 
residence of some friend or perhaps out of town for 
a day or two.

do these things without consulting the onicial.», 
and nothing was thought of the gentleman's 
disappearance. Mr. Van ingen, however, a merchant 
dolnir business on Broadway, nearly opposite the 
St. Nicholas, became alarmed at the absence of Mr. 
Peoy, aud telegraphed to Louisville for bis brother, 
who Is a justice of the peace of that city. It then 
dawned upon the minds of the hotel people that 
they had better bestir themselves, and they In­ 
structed Detective Keelcy, who Is detailed from tlm 
detective 
office at the house, to look alter 
the missing gentleman. «Tlie detective went first 
to the Brandreth House to make inquiries. He was 
told there that Mr. Peoy had left the place at half- 
past two o’clock on Thursday morning, was es­ 
corted to the door by Mr. Martin and had not since 
been seen by any one belonging to the hotel. From 
there Detective Keelcy went to Bellevue Hospital 
and examined that institution, in the hope Mr. 
Peoy might have been carried there, if any acci- 
fient had occurred to him In the street he would 
undoubtedly have been sent there; but, as Warden 
Brennan liad heard nothing of the gentleman, he 
did not suffer any accident in the street. The 
hour, too, at which he left the Brandreth House 
was not one at which a man was likely to be 
KNOCKED DOWN IN THE STREET 
by a car or coach. From Bellevue Hospital the 
detective went to St. Luke’s and rrom there to all 
the other public Institntlons of the city Into which 
people hurt by accidenta in the street are taken, 
hut no trace could be found of Mr. Peoy. The 
Morgue was examined aud has been watched 
every day since the disappearance, hut nothing 
like the bo<ly of the missing gentleman has turned 
np. Brooklyn, Jersey City, Hoboken and all the 
ther suburbs of New York were searched, bnt to 
no purpose. The assistance of several of tiie other 
detectives from Police Headquarters was called in 
and they have been working assiduously in the 
case, bnt up to a late hour last night tbe answer 
vafi"No Intelligence yet.” 
Mr. Justice Peoy, of Loulsvlllo, Ky., is now at the 
St. Nicholas Hotel. He came on here in answer to 
the telegram, and he sa y s:- 
^ 
"I came on here to find my brother’s body, quick 
or dead, and I shall not go back without It.” 
The missing man was always known to be very 
quiet aud steady. His brother says ne never saw 
him drunk In bis life, and he doubts very much if 
any one else ever did. He has always been happy 
in hiB domestic relations, and nothing his occurred 
that could in any way disturb that happiness. Mr. 
George Peoy was singularly devoted to his wile 
and 
chUdrcD, 
and

was 
bis 
invari­ 
able rule when the business of the day was 
over to go directly to his home, which he was never 
known to leave of an evening unless to go with bis 
family to the house of a friend. He was worth be­ 
tween fifty and sixty thousand dollars, and bad 
large expectations from his uncle, Mr. James 
speed, who was Attorney General under the ad­ 
ministration of President Lincoln. Mrs. Peoy Is 
also wealthy in her own right, and from all. these 
circumstances It la clear Mr. Peoy conld have no 
motive for either running sway or doing away with 
himself. There Is but one theory of tbe disappear­ 
ance l«R, and that is that the gentlemaa has been 
MoaraaRD and robbbd. 
The prevaiUng Idea at Police Headquarters is that 
Mr. Peoy has been watched tor some time past by 
parties who knew he carried a good deal of uioucy 
about him. R hen be left the Brandreth House on 
tie total morning he was In all probaWUtv accosted 
in the street. Baing a polite and educatad gentle­ 
man, he would naturally stop to reply to any ques­ 
tions put to him. and then, while he was talking to 
whoever might address him, he could have been 
pinioned and blludfoldeci from behind and car­ 
ried 
off 
to 
some 
place 
where _ he 
could 
be easily despatched. As he could be üiloroformed 
on the sidewalk, and as he became 
stupid 
from the cflhcts of the drug he could have been 
flung back Into a cab that would probablv be wait­ 
ing at the curb, and driven away.

The libel­ 
lan ts supposed at the time th at the statu te of New 
York would give them a lien which they could en­ 
force by proceedings in re m against the vessel,

THX FlRB NOT OUT. 
N otw ithstanding th e u n tirin g effcrfo of tho fire­ 
m en and the m en employed by Momim. Beard, 
Wooffrnff A Robinson, the ruins are stUl burning, 
an d If left a t the presen t Ume the fire would quickly 
ex ten d beyond th e lim its In which It has been 
th u s far confined. Two steam ers have been kept 
constantly a t w ork and a large num ber of firem en 
have U ken their regular tu rn s of duty a t the rum s. 
They have been aided by the stcam tng John Puller, 
wbicn has th ree large stream s on the fire day and 
night. 
BFFORTS TO SAVB TBB GRAIN. 
A portion of the fro n t of the stores adjoining 
storehouse ••A” bad beeu left standing, and there 
appeared to be a large portion of the grain stored 
In this p art of the building. The owners, naturally, 
w ere anxious to save all the grain they could, and 
directed the stream s ft-om the tugboat Puller to be 
brought directly to beer upon this porUon. 
They 
em ployed m en, whom they term 
VOLUNTEER FIREWRN, 
to aid them . Yesterday m orning a gang of these 
m en, whose 
nam es are 
John Lynoh, Patrick 
Mahon. Michael N ugent, P eter Murphy, Thomas 
B eatty a n d 
Leverson, were sét to work 
u n d er the direction of 
Mr. 
Robinson, brother 
of one of the owners. A strong w ind was blowing 
from the river, and a m an could not stand upon the 
dock and hold a heavy, w et hose w ithout becoming 
benum bed w ith the cold. The result was th at the 
m en were compelled to relieve each other from 
tim e to time. 
The accident w as caused by the pressure of w ater 
and grain upon the inside of this portion of the 
wall, which had been left standing and which tow­ 
ered skyw ard a disU nce of seventy-five feet. The 
constant stream s of w ater cansed the grain to 
become m ore weighty, and a t 
last 
the wall 
w as forced o utw ani tow ard the river, burying tw o 
of the m en who w ere in charge of the hose beneath 
the ruins. Very fortunately the others w ere a t a 
safe distance. M r. Robinson, who had charge of 
th e m en, had 
A MlRACUIXlüS ESCAPE 
from sharing the sam e fate of the tw o m en, whose 
bodies are eith er still hcneatli the dCbris of brick 
an d beam s or In the dock. The accident caused 
tho m ost intense ex citem en t am ong those who 
w itnessed It, and for a tim e they stood spellbennd 
w ith blanched cheeks. Any effort to search for the 
bodies of the uufortuuato m en would ooly be to 
risk the lives ot those who attem pted It. 
Mr. Robiuson was learfnl th at an accident m ight 
occur, and sta rte d to w arn the men who w ere In 
charge of tho hose. He had reached within a few 
leet oi the m an who had hold of tho hose when ho 
he.ard a crash, and he jum ped back, ju st in tim e to 
escape a portion of the wall weighing about ten 
tons. The sinkiug of the loundation caused tho 
outw ard ends of the planks of the w harf to lly up­ 
w ards. Lcversun, the m an who bad the hose, 
WAS THROWN KIPTEKN FEET IN THE AIR, 
and before he cam e down Mr. Robinson says the 
u pper portion of the wall cam e down upon him. 
A large portion of this wall, and ju st where the un­ 
fortunate m an stood, was crushed through the 
wharf. Thomas Beatty Is supposed to be the other 
m an who is burled beneath tho ruins, as he could 
not be round wncn the m en were called together 
by the forem an. Some of the m en seem ed to be of 
the opinion th at he did not go to work.

He 
was going to see w hat he w anted when the wall 
cam e 
down. He thinks th ere w as only

m an killed. He w'as tak en up unconscious and 
taken into the cabin ol ttic canal boat lying a t the 
pier. An exam ination revealed the fact th at several 
ol his ribs w ere broken and his head was badly 


Thomas Ncvlns, the chief engineer of the Brook- 
lyn Fire D epartm ent, has been p resen t superin­ 
ten d in g the firem en m ost of the tim e since the lire 
first occurred, and he says th at he w arned these 
m en frequently to keep a sate distance from this 
wall, as there was danger of its falling.

there are no such cut-offs tho gas Is quickly let loose, and 
tho en d re capacity of the pipes pour out their gas Into 
the building, and thus m akes sure of. not only the dc- 
strucUon ot tho hullding, hut generates heat enough 
to make quite ccrtuln the destrnctioii ot tho nex t build­ 
ing, and so on, until an entire city Is liuble to be reduced 
to ashes. Tliosc blunders deserve Im m ediate attention. 
The above article has been endorsed by m any 
who w ent from New h av en to Boston on a special 
train with a steam er to assist in cxtiugulshing the 
fire. The Arc In Chicago to a ccrtalu ex te n t was a 
gas fire. The fire in Boston was in fact a gas fire— 
alter the first beginning—which beginning, from 
the very n atu re of the case, m ust have been incen­ 
diary. 
once com m enced tho fire proceeded subject to no 
pow er w hatever; indeed, thev alm ost gave up Bos­ 
ton as lo st; and well they m ight, for block after block 
of stately m assive granite edifices were crum bilug 
one after another as though a superhum an pow er 
w as placing the torch in .every building and in 
every story. It is certain th at om itting to p u t 
gas stopcocks in sidewalks has proved to New 
York, Chicago and Boston th a t gaspipcs, which 
have no stopcocks in tho sidew alks do not get 
sh u t off in cellars and basem ents a t fires; therefore 
every building burned in Boston having its flames 
of gas from supply pipes pouring into the fire was 
sure to burn, explode, or so heat the n ex t building 
th a t its pipes would explode from heat and set It 
all In a blaze, b urst out Its windows and throw Its 
flames across tho stree t Into the windows of oppo­ 
site buildings. This is the way the fire In Boston 
progroKBcd, and having been stopped for a few 
m inutes revived Itscll again by heat, causing new 
explosions of gas and came very n ear devouring 


Now, w hat are tho facts? They arc these In p art 
a t least :-F irs t, gas stopcocks in the sidew alks 
have been discontinued, aud the only shut-offs are 
lu cellars, and cith er are out of reach or unknow n 
to llrem cn and occupants. We see cities employing 
scores of steam fire engines and salaried m en to 
m aster llros, and th e expenses are enorm ous. 
They employ fire com m issioners and flrc m arsh als;

for safety, the greater have been the fires 
larger the fosses. 
How m any public buildings, ten a n t buildings, 
buildings lor congregating and the storing of 
goods, wholesale and retail, buildings for offices, 
lactoricB, Ac., Ac., have gas stopcocks In the side­ 
walks, or In order, if there, to apply the wrench 
it fires lake place? We v enture the statem en t 
th at, in Boston. New Haven and New York, not one 
in twenty-live. If this is so then we have intro­ 
duced gunpowder (almost) In a large m ajority of 
our buildings, which buildings, taklnor Are, are sure 
to have the gas pipes severed, m elted, Ac., thus 
pouring out fuel lor the flames.

The steam ship St. Salvador, C aptain Nickerson 
in charge, was moored last night about ten m in­ 
u tes after eight o’clock a t p iers. A H e r a l d re­ 
p o rter immediately boarded the freighted vessel 
upon its arrival a t the dock for the purpose of 
learning all particulars relative to 
TBE COLORED IMKIRANTS 
W hich are at p resent en route tor the young African 
Republic, and whom the St. Salvador had tbe m erti 
of transferring as far as New York city docks. 
After pacing in the gloomy dock ra th e r c a » 
tlously and up the gangway to the vessel’s deck 
the w riter came face to face with Captain Nicker* 
SOD, who held a lantern In his left hand and was 
feeling his way into tho cabin w ith his rig h t hand. 
The H e r a l d rep o rter Introduced himself briefly to 
tbe v eteran seafarer, and, after doing so, w as 
quietly and formally introduced again to Mr. Wm. 
Copplnger, C orresponding Secretary of the Ameri­ 
can Colonization Society, under whose charge the 
colored passengers w ere in search of their native 
U b erla in 
•'AFRIC’S SITNNT LAND.” 
Mr. copplnger and the H e r a l d rep o rter then 
en tered into conversation about tho progress ol 
African colonization and the advancem ent of the 
Liberian Repultllc n n d er its p resen t patronage, 
when the following Item s relative to th e work in 
progress and coming u nder Mr. C opplngcr’s obser­ 
vation were elicited from him :— 
‘THE COLONIZATION OF LIBERIA,” 
he said, ‘•commenced w ith the founding of th e 
organization in 1816 in W ashington city. After­ 
w ards explorers were sen t out, who purchased te r­ 
ritory; but the Republic w as not founded ttnUlI820. 
Liberia continued under tho control of the Coloni­ 
zation Society untU 1847, when it declared itselt 
a free, sovereign, independent Republic, and has 
since been acknowledged as such by th e leading 
Powers of the world. The society has sen tem l- 
g rants thither every year since 1820. The Republic 
contains half a million of In h ab ltm ts; has about 
fifty churches, with schools attached, and a college 
attended by flity students.

The Oruis tu ^raace. 
The romor that President ’Thiers had re­ 
signed and that Marshal MaoMahon had been 
api>ointed in his place, which was dronlated 
ye.sterday afternoon, proves fortonately to 
have been without foundation. In all proba­ 
bility it was set afloat for stock jobbing 
purposes by some unsompulons parties in­ 
terested in tbe funds. So for as is at present 
known the only foot which could have sug­ 
gested this story was the election of one of the 
opposition to reply to President Thiers’ message 
to the Assembly, which incident was looked 
upon as being unfavorable to the existing 
government The excitement that followed the 
announcement of President Thiers’ resigna­ 
tion ftimishes proof how important it is to the 
interests and prosperity of France that no dis­ 
turbance should be permitted in the order of 
things which at present exists. No one is better 
aware of the want in which France stands 
of a well-assnred government than the present 
head of the Executive. In his message to the 
Aflsombly ho particularly insists on the danger 
that must arise to the peace and pcogxessive 
development of France should any party in the 
State unwisely endeavor to alt» the fiorm of 
government that has retrieved, if not the foiv 
tunes, at least tite crodH of France. So oare- 
inl is he that ho wiU not even venture to 
disturb the present repose of the public mind 
by proclaiming the permanence of the Repub­ 
lic, although he asserts his belief that only 
through its agency can the happiness and 
prosperity of the nation be secured. 
With such ideas it is impossible for Presi­ 
dent Thiera voluntarily to retire from the high 
position to which the oonfldenoe of the French 
people has raised him without sacrificing 
all claim to the gratitude, not alona of the 
French nation, but of all who value the cause 
of liberty and progress, which he has un­ 
doubtedly earned by the admirable manner in 
which he has reconciled the contending inter­ 
ests of factions and rendered them subservient 
to the service of the country. His has been 
no easy task. Surrounded i)y monarchical 
intriguers and obstructed by the unwise zeal 
of theoretic and visionary republicans, he has 
had to depend for the preservation of order 
and the safety of bis government on an army 
whose traditions are strongly imperialistic. 
Well might a man in the prime of life, and 
aided by a strong and devoted party, shrink 
from the responsibilities of so delicate a posi­ 
tion. It is due to President Thiers to say that 
bis successes have been peculiarly his own, 
for except that unstable support, the public 
opinion of the French people, he has had 
nothing to rely npon but his own strong will 
and an almost fanatic belief in the soundness 
of his own views. Such a character must al­ 
ways command attention, but there are mo­ 
ments when too pronounced an opinion in bis 
own infallibility becomes in a statesman dan­ 
gerous to the best interests of a nation. It is 
the fear that this obstiuacy of character may 
one day impel President Thiers to accept a 
conflict with the Assembly, from which no 
issue but his resignation would be possible, 
that gave force to the rumor which yesterday 
caused general uneasiness. Had the resigna­ 
tion taken place end been followed by the 
elevation of MacMahon to the control of the 
government the results could scarcely have 
failed to be disastrous to France. We believe 
that 
among 
all 
the 
soldiers 
of 
the 
Empire 
not 
one 
enjoys 
a 
tenth 
of 
the 
respect 
or 
confidence reposed 
in 
MacMahon by the French people, but bis 
elevation to the Presidency would be regarded 
by the republican party as a threat against the 
life of the Repub’ic. The ghost of imperialism 
would be conjured up to affright 
the 
ardent imaginations of the youth of France, 
all confidence in 
the future would dis­ 
appear, and the young men would in all 
probability descend into the streets to save 
liberty before the chains could be riveted. 
All the benefits that have been conferred on 
France would be swept away, and anarchy 
and bloodshed replace the peace and indus­ 
trial progress which are now earning for the 
nation the admiration and respect of the 
civilized world. 
Nothing more fatal to the 
best interests of France could happen. It 
would be to renew the stupid error the Assem­ 
bly made at Bordeaux in appointing to 
the command of Paris a man who had 
reddened his hands in the blood of the people 
in Napoleon’s December massacre. The at­ 
tempt to disarm the National Guards aroused 
the suspicions of the republicans, and the 
unwise appointment of General Vinoy to the 
command of the Army of Paris confirmed thei 
fears 
for the 
safety of the 
Republic, 
and 
precipitated, if it 
did not cause, 
the struggle of the Commune, which deluged 
the capital in blood and left an indeli­ 
ble stain on the honor of France. Had the 
Assembly acted with prudence and forbear­ 
ance humanity might have been spared the 
honors of that fratricidal struggle, which was 
rendered almost inevitable by the heartless 
intrigues of the monarchical and imperial 
factions even in the hour of their country’s 
agony. MacMahon, recognizing the peril of 
the situation like a disinterested and patriotic 
soldier, 
at once 
announced 
that 
oven 
should President ’Thiers resign he would 
not consent to be his successor. No doubt he 
justly estimates the evils to which his eleva­ 
tion would be likely to give rise, and he is 
resolved to do notbiug which could jeopardize 
the future of his country. 
'The overthrow of the Republic by the Bor­ 
deaux Assembly was not only possible, but at 
j one time was seriously contemplated. Adhe- 
¡ rents of the Bourbons made no secret of their 
i hopes, and if no attempt has been made in 
I this direction it is because the terrible earnest­ 
ness of the Commune thoronghly frightened 
I the shop-keeping element of the nation. The 
! peasants who had fought loyaUy for their 
country learned in the army that a republic 
was not the terrible thing they had been 
taught to beUeve it. And the protection and 
' proeperity they have enjoyed since the procla­ 
mation of peace have completely dissipated 
the carefully nourished illusion that only 
i under some form of despotism could they 
find security lor their property and the foee 
enjoyment of their religion. With these prej­ 
udices swept away the peasant begins to 
desire the continaaoce of the Republic, which 
he perceivee is the only form of government 
that can protect tiim from ever-recurring 
revolutions. 
Hence we see the republican 
eandidatee elected all over France, even Brit­ 
tany, the stronghold of Bourbonism, return­ 
ing republican Deputies. All men who wish 
to see the people advance towards sclf-govem- 
mant and the exercise of indopoudent thought 


must rejoice in the decay of political super­ 
stition among the French peasants, for it is 
to this class of the oommnnity that a well- 
ordered government con always look for sup­ 
port in the hour of danger. Any change that 
ooold be made at present would be for the 
worse. What Fiance needs is profonnd re­ 
pose, and whatever is calculated to agitate the 
public mind or arouse the latent passions of 
parties ought to be carefully avoided. For 
this reason we emphatically approve of Presi­ 
dent Thiers’ policy of maintaining the status 
quo. Every hour of peace and order consoli­ 
dates the Republic and strengthens its founda­ 
tion. Those rash advocates who urge the formal 
proclamation of the Republic as the definite 
form of government are the most dangerous 
enemies to the permanence of popular institu­ 
tions. They are not content to let good 
enough alone, but must needs force the people 
to swallow their constitutional pills whether 
they will or not They are not satisfied with 
reality, but must strive to grasp the shadow. 
Some of these men are in earnest, but unfortu­ 
nately popular institutions have found a num­ 
ber of unexpected, not tosay doubtful, advocates 
who display all the 
leal that dis- 
tingnishes new converts. 
It remains to be 
seen whether these new-fledged defenders of 
popnlar rights are sincere in their professions. 
We are inclined with Gambetta to look on 
them with suspicion. Knowing how much the 
party of despotism has to gain from disorder, 
we would not be surprised to see them put on 
the garb of republicanism the better to work 
upon popular feeling and incite to anarchy, 
in which lies their best hope of restoration to 
power. If they could only prove that under a 
republic order was impossible it would be 
easy to convince the people that their only 
refuge was in royalty or imperutiipi. 
In view of the danger which must arise 
from unsettling the public mind, we cannot 
look with much favor on the bearing of Gam­ 
betta towards President Thiers. We are sure 
the republican lawyer is too able a man not to 
clearly perceive the advantage which the 
enemies of the popular cause would unfail­ 
ingly derive from any disturbance of the pub­ 
lic peace. It may be that, blinded by the pas­ 
sion of political strife, he is not able to weigh 
events so carefully as those further removed 
from the scene, or that he considers the 
necessity of encouraging the republicans to 
develop their growing strength as paramount 
to all others. But oue thing is certain, the 
agitation his addresses created has reacted un­ 
favorably on the republican cause. Not that 
he has said anything very radical, but ho has 
spoken some truths that would have been 
as well unsaid. 
It is neither the desire 
nor 
the interest 
of Gambetta 
to sub­ 
vert the power of President Thiers, for 
were the present government overthrown 
by a new revolution in all probability the 
army would proclaim the Empire and establish 
a regency, with MaoMahon as the principal 
figure. Napoleon could scarcely be restored, 
but would in reality rule during the minority 
of his son. But even this could only be ac­ 
complished after a terrific internecine struggle, 
which would result in the complete prostra­ 
tion and ruin of the country. 
To avoid snoh 
a disaster France has only to accept loyally 
the conservative Republic which President 
Thiers represents 
until 
such 
time 
as 
the political education of the people has been 
improved so as to fit them for more extended 
freedom. The experiment of France ruling 
herself has been attended with such brilliant 
and unexpected success that we do not think 
the people will ever again consider a master 
necessary, and the only source from whiph 
danger is to be apprehended is the reactionary 
feeling of the army. Wo are inclined to think, 
however, that the spirit of patriotism is 
sufficiently strong among the ’soldiers to 
prevent them turning their arms against the 
Assembly, unless demoralized by disorder. 
Nor is there any reason to apprehend sorions 
disturbances so long os the present govern­ 
ment continues to observe the strict neutrality 
between parties which has enabled it to suc­ 
ceed so well in the past. The overthrow of 
Thiers’ government would not alone be a mis­ 
fortune for France, but would be a severe blow 
to the cause of republicanism in Europe. It is 
an experiment of popnlar rule under the most 
trying circumstances, and the eyes of the peo­ 
ples of Europe are turned anxiously to France 
watching the result. Should the experiment 
succeed in spite of the adverse prophecies of 
those who wished to see it fail the influence 
it will exert in the spread of republican opin­ 
ions will be practically boundless. As Ameri­ 
can freemen who enjoy ourselves all the 
benefits of freedom, we heartily wish success 
to the French people in their efforts to con­ 
solidate the Republic, for we regard the cause 
of republicanism os the cause of liberty aud 
humanity.

The Prefect of Police in Rome has forbidden 
an assemblage of the people, in the Italian 
capital, which was called in support of an 
agitation for the advancement of the principle 
of universal suffrage. The royalist official 
undertakes to say that the summons for the 
meeting ú used merely os a pretext to cover 
designs of the opposition against the govern­ 
ment of His Majesty King Victor Emmanuel. 
’This proceeding is, as it appears to us here in 
America, of an exceedingly summary char­ 
acter. It smacks, also, of a crown suspicion 
directed against the loyalty of a portion of the 
Roman population, while it savors, at the very 
same moment, strongly of pretension to a 
lay power infallibility. A free government 
based on the national will, as is claimed for 
Italy, should be very chary in permitting a 
policeman to interfere with the expression of a 
popular demand for an extension of the citi­ 
zen franchise, while it is certainly not con­ 
stitutional, nor in accordance with the personal 
sentiment of El Re Gnalantuomo, to utter a 
suspicion of covert treason against any 
number, even a fraction, of the Italian people. 
It is to be hoped that King Victor Emmoanel 
wUl permit the Roman population to say its 
oitiaen wants freely, and that he will not at­ 
tempt to play the part of a Canute by defining 
the limit of the wave swell of democracy in 
the words, “thus for shalt thou come, and no 
farther.” 


B efo b b an d A fte b .—Who can explain how 
it is jbat BO many politicians who opposed Mr. 
Havemcyer’s election os Mayor are now so 
ferociously in his favor after he is elected ? 
'This little conundrum can probably be solved 
by those who know )iow such things h»PP«Q. 
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l l e a a P a r t p . 
The Committee of Seventy has determined 
not to abandon its organization, bat to re­ 
main in existence as an auxiliary of the Mayor 
elect in his efforts to secure an efficient, 
honest, non-partisan government for the city 
of New York. 
Following out its original 
object of placing good men in office, the Com­ 
mittee has already, with unexampled generos­ 
ity, given up some of its most valuable mem­ 
bers to the public semce and transferred them 
from private life to places of profit and 
patronage. It has supplied the State with an 
Attorney General, the Courts with several 
Judges, the city with a Comptroller, a Com­ 
missioner of Public Parks and a Mayor, be­ 
sides a number of less important officials, and 
it is no doubt prepared to yield yet more of 
its number to the public necessities. Indeed, 
there is no reason to suspect that any indi­ 
vidual on the Committee would hesitate 
to serve the pubtic, for a fair oonsider- 
ation, in any position in which patriotism, 
hooesly and intelligenoe are desirable qnalifir 
cations; and we have no doubt that the people 
of New York may be afforded the privilege 
next year of voting for some of the fiunous 
committeemen for Sheriff; County Clerk and 
all other positions that may then be in the 
political market, just as this year they en­ 
joyed the opportunity of voting for its chair­ 
man for Mayor of the city and for several of 
his associates for leas important offices. Butin 
declaring itself still a living body the Commit­ 
tee has in view a work prior to the labor 
of the next Fall election. 
That work is 
to help its ex-President, the Mayor elect, in 
the reorganization of the municipal govern­ 
ment on a strictly non-partisan basis, and to 
this end it is prepared to supply us with a new 
Commissioner of Public Works in the person 
of Mr. John Wheeler, one of its most efficient 
and active members, and with full Boards of 
Police Commissioners, Health Commissioners 
and all other commissioners known to our 
municipal 
system. 
Such disinterestedness 
speaks well for the honesty of the Committee 
and will no doubt be fully appreoiated by the 
citizens of New York. 
There appears, however, to be one difficulty 
in the way. The State Legislature is republi­ 
can by a very decided majority, and os the 
politicians of that organization insist that they 
have elected all the successful candidates— 
President, Governor and Mayor—they put 
forward a claim to a monopoly of the spoils, 
and will look to the representatives at Albany 
to back them up in their demand. Their or­ 
gans have already foreshadowed a contem­ 
plated attempt on their part to force upon the 
Legislature a return to the old caucus system 
by which individuals were accustomed to be 
drilled into obedience to the behests of the 
leaders of a party, and were forced under the 
party lash to yield their own convictions to 
the will of the majority of their political asso­ 
ciates, seldom honestly expressed. 
If they 
succeed in this they hope to shape legislation 
at Albany next Winter in such a manner as to 
give them entire control of the city govern­ 
ment in all its important departments, and 
to bnild 
up 
a new 
republican 
Ring 
as powerful, if not as unscrupulous, as 
that 
famous 
Tammany 
Ring 
which 
they have recently succeeded in destroying. 
The Mayor elect, who threatens now to be a 
white elephant on their hands, will be ignored 
in this political family arrangement, and it is 
probable that Comptroller Green, who might 
be a stumbling block in the way of a partisan 
municipal government, may be disposed of in 
a summary manner. The city offices hold out 
a prospect of a patronage and power not to be 
overlooked, and with ex-Surveyor Cornell in 
the Speaker’s chair of the Assembly and 
Lieutenant Governor Robinson presiding over 
the Senate, while James Wood and Tweed hold 
seats in the circle, the chances of carrying to 
success a scheme for seizing upon every de­ 
partment of the city government and render­ 
ing the Mayor a nullity certainly do not ap­ 
pear to be entirely hopeless. Indeed, the new 
Ring count with confidence upon victory, and 
have already broken ground in the campaign 
by agitating the inconsistency of plurality 
office-holding under a reform government, 
with the view of ousting Mr. Green from the 
ComptroUership and leaving him in possession 
of the Park Commissionership, which he still 
holds in addition to the former office. 
It is evident that these intrigues of the poli­ 
ticians are not to be suffered to succeed 
without a vigorous opposition on the part of 
Mayor Havemeycr. That gentleman, in re­ 
signing the Chairmanship of the Committee of 
Seventy, has taken 
occasion to advise 
the Committee not to disband, but to lend 
him its active co-operation in the difficult task 
of securing a harmonious and well balanced 
city government, wholly independent of party 
politics. In his letter the Mayor elect recog­ 
nizes the public opinion which the Committee 
represents as the basis of bis election, and, 
hence, gives in his adhesion to the cause of 
reform instead of to the republican party. 
In this action he evinces a proper sense of the 
popular sentiment, and wisely follows in the 
footsteps of General Grant 
The latter has 
already given 
unmistakable 
evidence of 
his 
intention 
to 
cut 
loose 
from 
the 
politicians 
and 
to 
conduct 
the 
next 
four 
years 
of 
his 
administration 
in 
the interests of the people and not of 
political cliques aud factions. Mayor Have- 
mcyer cannot take to himself a better model, 
and if he remains firm in his resolve to raise 
the municipal government above partisan in­ 
trigues, to give U8 public officers who will 
study the welfare of the city before the welfare 
of party, to hold the “peace, security and 
comfort of the whole people” above all politi­ 
cal consideration, he will establish for himself 
a reputation as enviable as that which will be 
enjoyed by President Grant himself on his 
final retirement from office. 
The Mayor 
elect has the situation in bis own hands, and, 
according to all accounts, be has the courage 
and stamina necessary to retain its mastership. 
Governor Dix is a democrat of his own school. 
Comptroller Green is of the same sturdy, 
honest stripe of political opinion. 
In this re- 
qpect they are all in sympathy with President 
Grant, aud hence the task of defeating the 
schemes of the republican Ring at Albany 
may be, 
after 
all, 
comparatively easy. 
The 
men 
who 
desire 
to 
unite 
the 
city patronage in one magnificent combina­ 
tion with the Federal and State patronage may 
find themselves without power either at Wash- 
jipe^n or AlhNWr. At aU

which Mayor Havcmeyer has assuaed. If fidth- 
fuUy i>erformed, will entitle him to the 
respect and gratitude of the citizens of New 
York; and if he shonld find himself involved 
in a severe battle with the Custom Ring at 
Albany next Winter he may rest assured that 
the people will be on his side and that all the 
friends of good government will heartily wish 
him success. 


O p era l a M ew T o r li. 
Every season of Italian opera in New York 
brings complaints of bad management on the 
one hand and the want of resooroes and 
faoilitiea on the other. We hear of the im­ 
possibility of organizing a perfect chorus and 
orchestra, of the soaroity of great or even 
passable singers and of the neoossity of sub­ 
ventions. While it is plain that our operatic 
seasons are generally failures, the excuses for 
failure are mostly of no great merit The talk 
about subventions was always idle, because if 
subventions are necessary to success opera in 
New York is impossible. Our subventions are 
in the snbsoriptioBS of the generous and onlti- 
vated people of the city, and these are better 
than larg» sums of money poured into the 
tnasuryof the opera house froza the pnblio 
ftinds. Neither are the poioes of admission so 
far below the prices in other cities as to excuse 
a thoroughly bad chorus and orchestra and 
but two or three meritorious artists for 
a whole operatic season. Nor does it follow 
that 
if 
a 
secured rwat 
was 
sojd at 
five instead of four dollars the 'resuJi 
would 
be 
an overflowing treasury. 
In 
London, where the price of admission is a 
guinea, operatic enterprises have invariably 
ended in disaster. In England, as in this 
country, the reasons of failure are deducible 
from the smne^ causes. Opera ^ 
no per­ 
manency eitherln London or New York, and 
both cities are victimized year after year by 
glowing promises and unworthy performances. 
Acting on the hypothesis that a prima donna 
is sufficient to insure the success of a season, 
managers have not cared to perfect the minor 
details of the ensemble, and they have naturally 
met the fate of business men acting on un­ 
business-like principles. 
Operatic manage­ 
ment is controlled by the laws which govern 
every other business enterprise, and snoocss- 
M managers must travel in the some pathway 
that is trodden by successful merchants and 
manufacturers. 
Looking back over the history of opera íü 
New York, we see little to give us hope for the 
future. The past shows only disaster and dis­ 
appointment, the triumphs of great artists 
like Jenny Lind, Alboni, Sontag, Grisi and 
Nilsson only adding to the general gloom. 
Like the drive from the Central Park to the 
High Bridge, it is a broad boulevard with a 
few splendid equipages, perfect in all things 
as well as in speed, but strewn with the wrecks 
of hired carriages aud made dangerous by the 
racking steps of untrained horses. Failure 
has always come because, with the exception of 
the prima donna, the chorus and orchestra 
have been hastily gathered together and the 
tenors selected with regard only to their cheap­ 
ness. The latter are the untrained anímAln 
which go galloping over the road, running 
into the livery soaches and market wagons 
that for want of a proper regard lor the use of 
nouns in the English language are sometimes 
called the orchestra and chorus of the grand 
opera. We might forgive the one if the others 
were not past forgiveness; but Mr. Maretzek 
and his champions, who write to the H ebald, 
expect pardon for his shortcomings on a hun­ 
dred untenable and illogical grounds, and yet 
are unwilling to confess the faults of which we 
complain. 
It is not pleasant to contemplate the present 
condition of Italian opera in New York. After 
a quarter of a century we are no further ad­ 
vanced than when we began. We have had 
great singers, it is true, but they left only 
memories behind them. We have an excellent 
opera house, but it has developed nothing be­ 
yond quack management and consequent dis­ 
aster. For this there never was any excuse 
but the customary excuses of quackery. New 
York is a city full of musical talent seeking 
out ways to make itself felt. Amateur per­ 
formances of oratorio and the music of some 
of the most difficult operas are often success­ 
fully attempted. The Philharmonic Society is 
about giving its thirty-first season of classical 
concerts, and Mr. ’Theodore Thomas has held 
bis orchestra together so many years that the 
symphonies of Beethoven are to him no longer 
a difficult or doubtful undertaking. The in­ 
telligence and care thus strikingly exhibited 
in two different quarters would have given the 
Academy of Music a chorus and orchestra 
unsurpassed 
by 
any 
opera 
house 
in 
the world. 
There 
is 
no 
good reason 
why we should be behind Berlin even in this 
respect Until we get them in something like 
perfection Italian opera will continue to bo a 
failure. With them managers would not dare 
put upon the stage tenors who would be out- 
rivalled by the singing sweeps in a farmhouse 
chimney. Opera would at last become both 
permanent and excellent, and the days of dis­ 
aster would be over. A contributor to the 
H ebald 
admitted 
this 
the 
other 
day 
by implication in lamenting the annnol 
changes in both band and chorus, but he 
faUed to see in it any responsibility of 
the managers. With them the real responsi­ 
bility rests. 
Like birds of passage, the man­ 
agers of our opera house have come and gone, 
and none of them ever went to work with the 
settled purpose of making operatic enterprises 
the business of life. Had this been their in­ 
tention they would have begun with the chorus 
and orchestra, and not have first hired expen­ 
sive prime donne to sing and act in a Babel of 
discord.

Among the passengers on the steamship 
Cuba, which arrived in the bay yesterday 
afternoon, was Henry M. Stanley, the 
correiq>ondent, who discovered Doctor Living­ 
stone at Ujiji, in the heart of Africa, in 
November, 1871, after a painful and toilsoma 
journey, beset with difficulty and danger. 
The 
triumphs 
which 
were 
aooorded 
to 
him 
in 
Europe 
are 
fámiliar 
to 
the public. 
From royalty down he has 
been recognized as the instmment under 
Providence which preserved to the world al 
large the life and the labor of one of the 
greatest travellers and philanthropists that 
Fame has written in her annals. Certain 
scientists, from what motive it would now 
be invidious to inquire, ventured to ex­ 
press doubts of the reaUty of Mr. Stsnley'N 
achievement; but these shrewd gentlemen 
found in the end, from indisputable evldeao^ 
that the young American’s story was twe, 
and gave 
the meed of 
certified oredil 
where 
it 
^ 
due. 
It 
was, porhapa. 
fortunate that this indispositon to aooepi 
Mr. Stanley’s ipse dixU made itself apparent 
certain quarters, as its effect was simply 
the calling forth _in Qverwl^lming massee of 
such te timony áíeonvmofí the most incredu­ 
lous, and secured to the H b b a l d correspond­ 
ent the immediate zeoognition of bis serviQes 
to humanity and science—a recognition which 
Bruce, the Abyssinian traveller and discov­ 
erer of the Blue Nile, did not receive while 
he lived. 
On the arrival of the Cuba in the Low» 
Bay a steamer bearing the personal friends o^ 
Mr. Stanley received that genUeman and 
welcomed him on his return to his native 
shore. 
Greeted in a simple and informal 
manner, his friends escorted him to the city, 
where 
he 
begins 
his 
career 
as 
a 
lecturer 
on 
the 
3d 
of 
December 
next 
at Steinway 
Hall. 
His 
subject, 
of course, will be the narrative of his journey 
from Zanzibar to Ujiji, where he met the 
great traveller, Livingstone. 
The book OR 
which he has been engaged for some time in 
London, *Bow I 
Found 
Livingstone,” 
although only ft week or two be% otheBi^- 
lish public, has already sold two editions and 
is still in active demand. 
It is fpriunate at thie stage to announce that 
the good fruit of Mr. Stanley’s work does not 
end with the honors to himself in Europe, 
nor with those in prospect for him on Ameri­ 
can soil. It is now certain that David Living­ 
stone will be no longer left to the fates. The 
success of the American has stimulated the 
enterprise 
of 
savans all 
over Europe.' 
Two English expeditions, having the facts 
which Mr. Stanley brought to civilization 
from 
the 
store of 
Doctor Livingstone' 
before them, ore about to penetrate Africa—one' 
from Mombas, on the East Coast, to map out 
the series of lakes or the lacustrine river,' 
now called Victoria Nyanza; the other from' 
the West Coast, to ascend the River Congo and' 
settle the question of its sonrce. Six German 
expeditions are also in progress, and will 
cover between them all the central region 
of Africa. 
The great movement towards' 
the suppression of the East African slavo 
trade, with all its horrors and inhumani­ 
ties, is, perhaps at present, the greatest and 
most direct benefit civilization will reap from' 
the journey of Mr. Stanley. It is, indeed, a 
gratifying thought that everything has pros­ 
pered so brightly with this man of undaunted 
heart and untiring pertinacity in a good cause. 
The long lost was found and comforted, 
science enriched and civilization taught a way 
to make itself more worthy the name. This is 
the proud record with which Mr. Stanley re-> 
turns to America after a prolonged absence.

We learn from Washington, in confirmation 
of the reports we have already given our readers 
of the new Southern policy of the adminis­ 
tration, that, in answer to an application from 
the United States District Attorney and the' 
United States Marshal at New Orleans for the 
use of troops in the enforcement of the laws of 
Congress concerning elections, the Depart­ 
ment Commander, General Emory, replied,: 
under positive instructions from the Presi­ 
dent, that no troops would be furnished as 
circumstances then stood, but that the officials 
concerned must proceed according to the laws' 
themselves in the prosecution and pnnishment 
of persons charged with their violation. In 
other words, General Grant has determined 
that henceforth the maintenance of law and' 
order in the South shall be left to the civil 
authorities, and that martial law, which indi- 
cates a state of war, shall no longer be the 
prevailing law of the reconstructed Southern' 
States. 
This, too, is an important movement in the 
right direction. It means that Georgia and 
AJaba^^ restw djo thejr f to j ^ refetioos as 
States oí the Union, are to have the sama^ 
jurisdiction over their local afihirs as New, 
York a ^ New Jersey. In this simple state-| 
ment of t^e case it will be perceived how far 
this new policy of recognizing, North and 
South, the equality of the several States a»' 
members of the Union, is calculated to recon-^ 
cile the South. Under the continnanoe of a 
military supervision, after the States con­ 
cerned have fulfilled all the conditions ot 
restoration imposed upon them, and after 
their restoration under these conditions, therat 
can be no reconciliation. Bat General Grant,. 
in removing his troops from the govemmeafc 
of the local affairs of the reconstructed States, 
removes the most serious impediment to the^ 
re-establishment of law and order therein.' 
As suspicion creates distrust, so confidence* 
begets loyalty, and, while no government hasi 
ever gained anything by a policy based on sus-l 
picion, 80 no government has ever lost any-, 
thing in a policy of generous confidence in iUt 
people.

President, with the supremacy of civil law io 
the South, a universal amnesty, including Jeff 
Davis, and there wiU be nothing left for 
Southern irritations or discords or clashings 
with the general government Davis has said 
that he has not asked and does not intend to 
ask for an amnesty. No matter. Let him 
have it; for this is the way to disarm him 
and his followers. 
Disarm them of their 
grievances, and the moral effect over the whole 
South will bo that of a treaty of peace. Give 
the supremacy of civil law and a universal 
amnesty to the South, and peace and progress 
wUl foUow. 
Peace and progress. 
From all sides the 
re-election of General Grant is hailed as the 
Wurbinger of peace and progress for the United 
States on a grander scale than ever before 
known toanyimtion. For example. General 
Grant has just received a letter, dated Paris, 
October 18, from Genepl Guardia, President 
of Oosta Hica, who desired to express his

last 8ummer, and to congratulate him on the 
good prospect of his re-eloction, which, says 
General Guardia, is an event that will secure 
to the great American people the continuation 
of their colossal progress, while securing to 
Central America “the construction of an 
interoceanic canal as the great connecting 
link between the two oceans and the highway of 
% world.” 
Looking, then, to our Southern States, to 
•Spain and Cuba, and to Mexico and Central 
America, what a_.nm^ific^^ flel^ for a . new 
policy of peace andpfogress lies o p ^ to gen­ 
eral Grant with his re-election for** another 
Presidential term ! Excepting Washington, in 
the work of establishing the Union, and Lin­ 
coln, in the work of saving the Union, no

glorious opportunity which General Grant, 
with the restoration of the Union, now is 
offered for great achievements in strengthen­ 
ing the government, and in extending the 
power, the honor and glory of the country.

In regard to 
Canada, we have spoken to the effect that its 
happiest and most prudent course was in abso­ 
lute independence of England. For this the 
organs of the Dominion government have 
assailed us most unmercifully. 
We now call upon the people of all the 
Canadas to bear witness that we do not want 
annexation with them unless they imperatively 
demand it If in the future it should occur to 
the mind of the Canadian people that their 
commercial and political interests would be 
subserved by union with this Bepublic we shall 
see that they get all the benefits of connection 
with us.

Napoleon I. vainly sought to fix the seal of 
France on all Europe. He took the wrong 
course to aocomplisb his object He insisted 
on placing his relations on all the thrones he 
conquered; but the people protested, and in 
Spain they hurled Joseph from his regal em­ 
inence, and in Italy and in other ports of 
Europe they did the same. Had Napoleon 
only regarded the local laws, feelings and pre­ 
judices of the people he conquered he might 
haTO roiguo^ »s long as life lasted; but 


he attempted a scheme whioh here, in our 
republioan midst, can only bo illustrated by 
supposing that WendeU Phillips with a ter­ 
rible army started out from New England, 
conquered the rest of the States and imposed 
onus his peculiar views of liberty, socialism and 
eommnnism. What would we do in Now York? 
When Wendell Phillips’ power weakened we 
should rise to a man and cut to pieces every 
mother’s son belonging to his school of ideas.

The demands, not only In the grand 
outlines, but even In the details, are so exacting 
that nowadays even a satlslkctory performance is 
something to be vainly hoped for. Success has 
rarely characterised its representation. 
A glance nt the history of the opera will reveal 
a checkered career such as no other operatic 
work has encountered. Forty years ago or more 
it first saw the light on tho boards of tho Grand 
Opera in Paris, with tho following artists in tho

Tho rumor that rresidont Thicrs had re- 


signed nnd that Marshal MaoiWtiliOu had boon 
appointed in his place, which wiw circulated 
yesterday afternoon, proves fortunately to 
have been without foundation. lu all proba- 
bility it was set afloat for stock jobbing 
purposes by some unscrupulous parlies in- 
terested in the funds- So far as is at present 
known the only iact which could have sug- 
gested this story was the election of one of the 
opposition to reply to President Thiere' message 
to the Assembly, which incident was looked 
upon as being unfavorable to the existing 
government. The excitement that followed the 
announcement of President Thiers' resigna- 
tion furnishes proof how important it is to the 
interests and prosperity of France that no dis- 
turbance should be permitted 'in the order of 
things which at present exists. No one is better 
aware of the want in which France stands 
of a well-assured government than the present 
head of the Executive. In his message to the 
Assembly he particularly insists on the danger 
that mubt arise to the peace nnd progressive 
development of France should-any party in Hie 
State unwisely endeavor to alter the form of 
government that has retrieved,-if not tiie-for- 
tones, at least "the credit of IVanee. -Uo'care- 
fol js hs that he will "not even venture .to 
disturb the present repose of the public mmd 
by proclaiming the permanence of the Repub- 
lic, although he asserts his belief that only 
through its agency can the happiness and 
prosperity of the nation be secured. 


With such ideas it is impossible for Presi- 


dent Thiers voluntarily to retire from the high 
position to which the confidence of the French 
people has raised h™ without sacrificing 
all claim to the gratitude, not alone of the 
French nation, bat of all who value the cause 
of liberty and progress, which he has •un- 
doubtedly earned by the admirable manner in 
•which he has reconciled the contending inter- 
ests of factions and rendered them subseryieD1- 
to the service of the country^ Es^has bee 
no easy task.

ityi given up some of its most valuable mem- 
bers to the public service and transferred them 
from private life to places of profit and 
patronage. It has supplied the State with an 
Attorney General, the Courts with several 
Judges, the city with a Comptroller, a Com- 
missioner of Public Parks and a Mayor, be- 
sides a number of less important officials, and 
it is no doubt prepared to yield yet more of 
its number to the public necessities. Indeed, 
there is no reason to suspect that any indi- 
vidual on the Committee wonld hesitate 
to serve tho public, for a fair consider- 
ation, ia any position, in which patriotism, __ 
honesty and intelligence are desirable qualifi- 
cations; and we have no doubt feat the people 
.of New York ,may be afforded the privilege

Kalian Opera In Blew York. 


Every season of Italian opera in New York 


brings complaints of bad management on tho 
one hand and the want of resources and 
facilities on. the other. We hoar of the im- 
possibility of organizing a perfect chorus and 
orchestra, of the scarcity of great or even 
passable singers and of the necessity of sub- 
ventions. While it is plain that our operatic 
seasons are generally failures, the excuses for 
failure are mostly of no great merit. The talk 
about subventions was always idle, because if 
subventions are necessary to success opera in 
New York is impossible. Our subventions are 
in tile subscriptions of the generous and culti- 
vated people of the city, and these are better 
than larger sums of money poured into the 
treasury of the opera house from the p"^>Uc 
funds. Neither .are the prices of admission so 
far below the prices in other cities as to excuse 
a thoroughly bad chorus and orchestra and 
but two or three meritorious artists for 
a whole operatic season. Nor does it follow 
that 
if 
a 
secured seat 
was sold at 


five instead of four dollars the 
result 


•would be 
an overflowing treasury. 
In 


London, where the price of admission is a 
guinea, operatic enterprises have invariably 
ended in disaster. In England, as in this 
country, the reasons of failure are deducible 
from the same causes. Opera has no per^. 
ttanency either in London or New Y^rV "and 
both cities are victimized 
"after

Besides being in accuracy and ful- 
ness far more complete than those that have pre- 
ceded it, the last census will be made very valua- 
ble by a remarkable series of illustrative maps, 
which have bcoa prepared and will be published in 
the report. The flrst volume—that of population-

A complete outline map of the Butted 
States is presented, defining State and Territorial 
lines, that of Alaska being on a small and 
separate diagram. By shading and figures the 
eye sees at a glance the original thirteen States 
and their whole boundaries; then the Northwest- 
ern Territory, marked as the cession of 1783. This 
again shows the territorial divisions made by 
Con- 


gress and their designations.

Indicated saliently by a distinctive color shows the 
Louisiana cession, made" in 1803—twenty years 
later. Then comes the Spanish cession, conscmated 
in 1819. Nearly thirty years elapse and we leap to 
the Pacific and the lines of tae Mexican cessions of 
1848 are given.

No, 270, United States vs. Cook—Certificate of 


flivision from the'civcuit Court for the Southern 
District of Ohio.—The defendant was indicted at 
the October term, 1864; for the embezzlement of 
funds held by him as a paymaster ia the army, the 
indictment charging acts of embezzlement in May, 
July, September and October, 1862. The defendant 
demurred to the counts so charging, on the ground 
that more thaa two years had elapsed sine" the 
offences were committed. Oa the question whether 
the prosecution was bouad by the Statue of Limi- 
tation, and on the further qiiestioa whether prop- 
erly construed the statute limits the time withia 
which an indictment must be found the Court 
divided in opinion, and these questions were cer- 
tified here for answer. 


The government contends that, although the in- 
dictment charges thz commission of the oa'ences 
on certain dates, It Is still competent to prove npoa 
the trial the commission of the offences on other 
dates, not barred by the limitation of ths statute. 
The quesltoa whether the statute coatains a limita- 
tion is submitted by the Uepartmeat of Justice 
without argument. The defendant contends that 
the statute limits the time lor prosecutiou to two 
years after the offence is committed, and that on 
the trial of aa indictment the proofs mast be con- 
fined to the dates charged la the indictment. C. H.

Tho rumor that rresidont Thicrs had re- 


signed nnd that Marshal MaoiWtiliOu had boon 
appointed in his place, which wiw circulated 
yesterday afternoon, proves fortunately to 
have been without foundation. lu all proba- 
bility it was set afloat for stock jobbing 
purposes by some unscrupulous parlies in- 
terested in the funds- So far as is at present 
known the only iact which could have sug- 
gested this story was the election of one of the 
opposition to reply to President Thiere' message 
to the Assembly, which incident was looked 
upon as being unfavorable to the existing 
government. The excitement that followed the 
announcement of President Thiers' resigna- 
tion furnishes proof how important it is to the 
interests and prosperity of France that no dis- 
turbance should be permitted 'in the order of 
things which at present exists. No one is better 
aware of the want in which France stands 
of a well-assured government than the present 
head of the Executive. In his message to the 
Assembly he particularly insists on the danger 
that mubt arise to the peace nnd progressive 
development of France should-any party in Hie 
State unwisely endeavor to alter the form of 
government that has retrieved,-if iiotthe-for- 
tones, at least "the credit of IVanee. -Uo'care- 
fol js hs that he will "not even venture .to 
disturb the present repose of the public mmd 
by proclaiming the permanence of the Repub- 
lic, although he asserts his belief that only 
through its agency can the happiness and 
prosperity of the nation be secured. 


With such ideas it is impossible for Presi- 


dent Thiers voluntarily to retire from the high 
position to which the confidence of the French 
people has raised h™ without sacrificing 
all claim to the gratitude, not alone of the 
French nation, bat of all who value the cause 
of liberty and progress, which he has •un- 
doubtedly earned by the admirable manner in 
•which he has reconciled the contending inter- 
ests of factions and rendered them subseryieD1- 
to the service of the country^ Es^has bee 
no easy task.

They are not content to let good 
enough alone, but must needs force the people 
to swallow their constitutional pills whether 
they will or not. They are not satisfied with 
reality, but must strive to grasp the shadow. 
Some of these men are in earnest, but tmfortu- 
natelyjpopular institutions have fouada num- 
berof unexpected, not to say doubtful, advocates 
who display all the inconsiderate zeal that dis- 
•tmguishes new converts. 
It remains to be 


seen whether these new-fledged defenders of 
popular rights are sincere in iheir professions. 
We are inclined with Gambetta to look on 
them with suspicion. Knowing how much th 
party of despotism has to gain from disorder 
we would not be surprised to see them put on 
the garb of republicanism the better to wot 
upon popular feeling and incite to anarchy 
in which lies their best hope of restoration tc 
power. If they could only prove that under a 
republic order was impossible it would b 
easy to convince the people that their onlj 
refuge was in royalty or imperialism.

not to abandon its organization, Imt to re- 
main iu existence as an auxiliary of the Mayor 
elect in his efforts to secure ira efficient, 
honest, non-partisan government for the city 
of New York. 
Following out its original 


object of placing good men in office, the Com- 
mittee has already, with unexampled generos- 
ityi given up some of its most valuable mem- 
bers to the public service and transferred them 
from private life to places of profit and 
patronage. It has supplied the State with an 
Attorney General, the Courts with several 
Judges, the city with a Comptroller, a Com- 
missioner of Public Parks and a Mayor, be- 
sides a number of less important officials, and 
it is no doubt prepared to yield yet more of 
its number to the public necessities. Indeed, 
there is no reason to suspect that any indi- 
vidual on the Committee wonld hesitate 
to serve tho public, for a fair consider- 
ation, ia any position, in which patriotism, __ 
honesty and intelligence are desirable qualifi- 
cations; and we have no doubt feat the people 
.of New York ,may be afforded the privilege 
next year of voting for some of the famous 
committeemen for Sheriff County Clerk and 
all other positions that may then be in the 
political market, just as this year they en- 
joyed the opportunity of voting for ite chair- 
man for Mayor of the city and for several of 
his associates for less important offices.

Kalian Opera In Blew York. 


Every season of Italian opera in New York 


brings complaints of bad management on tho 
one hand and the want of resources and 
facilities on. the other. We hoar of the im- 
possibility of organizing a perfect chorus and 
orchestra, of the scarcity of great or even 
passable singers and of the necessity of sub- 
ventions. While it is plain that our operatic 
seasons are generally failures, the excuses for 
failure are mostly of no great merit. The talk 
about subventions was always idle, because if 
subventions are necessary to success opera in 
New York is impossible. Our subventions are 
in tile subscriptions of the generous and culti- 
vated people of the city, and these are better 
than larger sums of money poured into the 
treasury of the opera house from the p"^>Uc 
funds. Neither .are the prices of admission so 
far below the prices in other cities as to excuse 
a thoroughly bad chorus and orchestra and 
but two or three meritorious artists for 
a whole operatic season. Nor does it follow 
that 
if 
a 
secured seat 
was sold at 


five instead of four dollars the 
result 


•would be 
an overflowing treasury. 
In 


London, where the price of admission is a 
guinea, operatic enterprises have invariably 
ended in disaster. In England, as in this 
country, the reasons of failure are deducible 
from the same causes. Opera has no per^. 
ttanency either in London or New Y^rV "and 
both cities are victimized 
"after
